Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1-18 and 28 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Takahara; Hiroshi US 6628355 B1. 
Claims 1 -8 and 1 2-1 8 and 28 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or 
in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein a step of exposing the 
photocurable material layer to light via the display panel to form the microlens array, 
wherein the photocurable material layer is partially cured with light which has been 
transmitted through at least the first picture element, in which a step of removing an 
uncured portion of the photocurable material layer having been exposed to light, thereby 
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forming a plurality of microlenses in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
base claim. 

Claims 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Claim allowable because the prior art of record, taken 
alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein step (c) comprises a 
step of performing exposure to substantially parallel light while varying an incident angle 
of the substantially parallel light with respect to the one principal face in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the base claim,
